1. According to a reliable source, Ot to gGDgZ pX, the famous rescuer * 

of Uissolini, has been in Madrid since about Augus t,l93D • He is living 
under the name of Rolf STE^AUp^st 70 Calle Lopes de Hoyos, Madrid, with a 
Bavarian Countess whtf^a^now^^ortediy his wife* The Countess' rune is. 
Haa F1NKELSTEIN. SKORZENT is allegedly anployed as an industrial engineer 
by the finu Rmp reams Rmmldaa Comorcio Exterior. with offices at Alcala 29. 


2 . Although SKORZENT pretends to be fully occupied aa an industrial 

engineer, both he and bis wife are much more enthusiastic about a plan that 
SKORZENT has to bring to Spain Germany's best troops in order to train them 
here and return them to Germany for use against the Russians (should there be 
time to accomplish all this before the outbreak of war.) According to our 
source, it is likely that SKORZENT has travelled to Germany frequently with 
the purpose of activating his plan, rather than to do business as an i ndus trial 
engineer* SKORZENT infomed the source that he had told “the French" of his 
plan. However, our source has mentioned the fact that SKORZENT is allied with 
one^fes^Cj^flPT (fnu) in tte physical transplanting of German industry to 
SpainTTccording to source^ MESSERSCHMIDT and SKORZENT have in their possession 
a plant, or plant a, which they will move to Spain once permission is granted 
by the appropriate German authorities. (It should be repeated here that our 
^source has impressed us with the fact that SKGRZ0IT is infinitely more Interested 
in the training of German soldiers than he is in the moving of Indistri&l plants*) 


3 . Vfe have not been able to determine that SKORZENT* a plan is backed by 
Spanish officials in a z& way. In fact, from the meager information available 

to ua it appears that SKORZENT does not have extensive official Spanish contacts. 
Source stated that SKORZENT has mentioned his friendship with “head of the Police", 
at other times in speaking of the same frigid he referred to him aa a “Minister". 

It appears not unlikely that SKORZENT is speaking ofnUA^INSZ CAMPOS? It does 
not appear that SKORZENT is a member of any organized Intelligence gx*oup, but 
it does appear likely that he is a member of a snail group of German Aray officers 
who keep each other only occasionally informed of their respective activities* 

4 . SKORZENT does not appear to be affluent, and yet it is quite obvious 
that he is not needy. Ha is at present pressing a civil suit in France in 
order to increase the flow of royalties from his recent book. He does not 
entertain a great deal, but apparently has many visitors* 
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5. It i B reliably reported that SKORZENT and his wife are presently in 

Germany. During July and Augist 1950 SKORZENT repeatedly travelled extensively 
through Gersejoy with the purpose of seeking to implement his plan* While in 
Germany be hopes to talk with McCLOI*

b) SKORZENT has info me d source that he ia^O Qg&ltfrpd from helping 
U*S« by a mutual pledge he and one GGE2DI1N (fan), according to 
source a faaed tank expert, took some years ago* SKORZENT is 
doubtful now, however, that he 1s still bound by the pledge as 
GUEEDIAN la now reportedly in the U.S. (presumably assisting the 
0*3. army in some respect.) 

c) SKORZENT’ a closest friend in ifadrid is reportedly Otl 
owner of a very popular Madrid restaurant named EHCfl 

d) SKORZENT expressed himself vehemently over the trial of PFEIFFER 
(German officer who was recently sentenced to life impr isonmen t 
for his past in the Malms dy massacre. It appeared thst FFEIFFBR 
Would be sentenced to death, and it was this possibility that 
greatly concerned SKORZENT.)
